The wheat midge or "red weevil" 


as it has been known to the farmers, 
has been well nigh absent from Ohio 
for five or six years. This season it is 
being reported from nearly all sections 
of the state and while the crop as a 
whole will probably not be reduced 
more than one to two per cent, occa- 
sional fields and districts of restricted 
size promise greater 
injury—some- 


times 25 to 75 per cent.
